Divers Will Study Oceans 
In Study Of Pollution 


By BRIAN JEFFRIES

LONDON (AP) — Teams of 
British 
amateur 
divers 
are 
plunging into the murky seas 
around Britain to help scien­ 
tists in a nationwide investiga­ 
tion into marine pollution. 
Their work eventually could 
lead to a global network of 
scuba divers monitoring pollu­ 
tion in the oceans of the world 
and studying life beneath the 
seas. 
The British scheme was the 
brainchild of Dr. David Bella­ 
my, senior lecturer in botany at 
Durham 
University, 
who 
is 
himself a diver. 
He also is president of the 
Pollution Commission of The 
World Diving Federation, which 
hopes to set up a worldwide 
chain of pollution monitoring 
points similar to three already 
in operation around Britain. 
Bellamy first used amateur 
divers in March 1967 in “ Oper­ 
ation Kelp” in association with 
the British Sub Aqua Club, the 
organization for British scuba 
divers. 
A small army of divers were 
taught to identify kelp—a type 
of seaweed—and how to judge 
its age. They then collected 
samples from 60 diving sites 
around the British coast. 
From the samples and other 
information provided by the di­ 
vers, scientists were able to 
pinpoint areas where pollution 
was particularly bad. 
"Operation Kelp showed us 
two 
things" 
said 
Bellamy, 
“First that amateur divers had 
an important part to play in in­ 
shore marine biology and sec­ 
ondly that certain types of kelp 
forest, which most typify our 
favorite diving sites, can be 
used to aid our understanding 
of the effects of marine pollu­ 
tion.” 
It also showed, he said, that 
very diverse communities of 
underwater animals thrive in 
unpolluted conditions. But when 
pollution becomes a 
problem 
the variety of animals is vastly 
reduced and the population be­ 
comes unstable. 
One hundred British divers 
now are acting as regular pol­ 
lution 
“ w-atchdogs" 
at 
three 
permanent 
sites 
in 
Britain. 
Once every five years Bellamy 
plans to call in many more to 
carry out “ in depth 
surveys of 
each site. In addition a similar

monitoring site has been estab­

Infirmities are not in themselves sins; 
they are weaknesses of the body, mind 
and spirit. Infirmities may be used of 
Satan to torment Christians and even 
be used to cause them to sin. But an in­ 
firmity is not in itself a sin. 
Christians sometimes have difficulty 
in distinguishing between carnality and 
infirmity. Carnality is an evil principle 
in the heart of an unsanctified believer 
or unbeliever which seeks to motivate 
malicious action against God and others. 
“The carnal mind,” said St. Paul, “is 
enmity against God: for it is not subject 
to the'law of God, neither indeed can be.” 
(Rom. 8:7). 
But an infirmity is not rebellion 
against God; it has to do with frailty in 
a physical, mental or spiritual manner. 
A diseased body, a retarded mind and an 
upset spirit do not in themselves consti­ 
tute sin. Such a position would be ridicu­ 
lous. and would rule us all out of the 
race for Heaven. 
While the body is to be consecrated, it 
is filled with frailties that rules out per­ 
fection. St. Paul was plagued with an in­ 
firmity which became his “thorn in the 
flesh.” He sought divine healing three 
times in order that it might be removed. 
Healing was denied him, however, but 
God's grace was sufficient, and even in 
the infirmity God was glorified. 
Divine healing is a wonderful experi­ 
ence. and it happens often. But one 
should not conclude that because an in­ 
firmity is not removed by prayer that 
he is any less God’s child. God’s grace 
can be magnified in our lives in weakness 
of body. The important thing is that we 
please Him.

Diahann Carroll, who broke 
new cround five years ago as 
the first black woman star of a 
TV series, “Julia,"’ says she’s 
not doing another series yet be­ 
cause she's found no truthful 
scripts about blacks. 
Melba Moore, a newcomer to 
h me screens as Carol Burn­ 
ett’? summer replacement, said 
she had to fight constantly to 
project a truthful image of her­ 
self and costar Clifton Davis. 
1 The thing about it is that 
wo re both niggers, man.” says 
Miss Moore. ‘That's why we're 
funny. We take things out of 
our backgrounds.” 
To get this across despite op­ 
position of writers and direc­ 
tors. she says, “we have to 
fight so much that by the time 
v.e did the taping we looked 
like we were stoned ox some­ 
thing.” 
Miss Carroll, who had just 
finished taping a guest spot on 
the Bill Cosby Show, says she 
looks back at “Julia” as a 
milestone, although “in today’s 
market I no longer consider it 
a valid statement for television 
tn make.” 
In the situation comedy she 
portrayed a widowed black 
nur 
with a small son and 
white neighbors. 
' Julia presented shows with 
black people playing in primar­ 
ily white situations,” she says. 
“ . . . But while the scripts were 
terribly light and made no con­ 
tribution to aur enlightenment 
about each other, it was impor­ 
tant for the industry to know 
that people were turning on 
tiieir televisions to watch a 
black family.” 
The series lasted three years, 
and Miss Carroll believes it 
would still be running had the 
scripts caught up with the revo­ 
lution in black attitudes. 
“We should have came out of 
fantasy and into reality more,” 
she says. 
Miss Moore, e\pres>ing a bit­ 
ter 
consciousness 
of 
slurs 
against her race, says she 
doubts she'd have made it to 
TV at all had she not first won 
Broadway s Tony award for her 
star role in “Purlie.” 
Lounging in a bikini at her 
Hollywood hotel room, Miss 
Moore says TV directors still 
complain about her “nappy 
hair and she and her entour­ 
age are stared at at major ho­ 
tels. 
“Two things happen at ho­ 
tel.'. she says. “Everyone that 
sees us at the pool or in the 
hallway will make the assump­ 
tion l m cither a hooker or a 
>tar,..There ain't no niggers at 
those hotels except in the kitch­ 
en.” 
Miss Carroll, a veteran of 
most entertainment mediums, 
concedes some things have 
changed since she started doing 
TV guest spots more than 10 
years ago. 
The changes she enumerates 
•re: An end to the “quota sys­ 
tem 
in variety shows which 
meant using only a set number 
of black guest* per week; eli­ 
mination of the ban on whites 
and blacks touching on screen; 
anu a new preference for dark- 
skinned blacks.

This is in reference to a pic­ 
ture published on page five of 
the Rushviiie Daily Republican, 
31st July, 1972. I would like to 
comment on Jack Mosley's 
“unusual” Indian artifact. 
If my guess is correct the 
artifact is not very unusual at 
all, but is nothing more than 
what is called a mano or pestle, 
and was used ip grinding 
vegetable materials such as 
corn 
or seeds. 
Here 
in 
California manos 
are quite 
common and were used to grind 
acorns. The pestle (mano) was 
used in conjunction with a 
metate or mortar, the same two 
tools used by pharmacists to 
grind 
medicine. 
The 
stone 
appears to have a smooth 
rounded surface both top and 
bottom and the depression on 
the top 
(as this observer 
prefers), if indeed slight, was 
probably worn by the thumb of 
»he user or users over many 
years of handling, since it looks 
as though the artifact would fit 
into one’s band very nicely. 
Th* re is probaby a rounded 
piece of stone with • depression 
worn in the center associated 
with the mano. This was used 
a1, the mortor. Ihese are found 
with 
manos 
in 
many 
ar- 
c h a e o l o g i c a l sites where 
vegetable materials, especially 
corn, are found. 
In order to better judge the 
artifact’s use I would be in­ 
terested in knowing the depth 
at which it was excavated, the 
terrain of the surrounding area, 
and previous history of sites in 
the near vicinity; also I would 
like to know if granite is in­ 
digenous to the Rushviiie area. 
To lend credence to my 
opinion I will add that I have 
a degree in Anthropology from 
Washington State University, 
and though not a professional 
archaeologist, have researched 
many American Indian com­ 
p l e x e s

Adena- 
Hopewell of your area, the 
Hohokam in Arizona, Plateau 
groups of Washington state.

School Lesson for August 13 is 
entitled “Worshiping in the 
Family.” It is the second in 


The Sunday School Lesson 
for August IS is entitled, 
“Worshiping in the Family.” 
Deuteronomy 8:1-9; 2 Tim­ 
othy 1:3-7. 
the series on “Devotions in 
Groups” and the Scriptures to 
be studied are Deuteronomy 
6:1-9 and 2 Timothy 1:3-7. 
Home has been called the 
“laboratory of life.” It is here 
in the circle of the family that 
we learn best how to live with 
one another. Here as a child 
we try our first words, take 
our first steps, learn to respond 
to love from our parents, learn 
to share with brothers and 
sisters. 
When 
we 
become 
parents and eventually grand­ 
parents we assume other roles 
in the drama that is continually 
unfolding in the human race. 
How important, then, to our 
Christian faith and to its con­ 
tinued influence in the world to 
make worship a part of family 
Me. How good to be reminded 
each day that our earthly home 
is a preview of that home 
toward which we are heading 
which will include all of God’s 
family. No wonder that the 
biblical writers as well as hymn 
writers who followed them were 
inspired to describe Heaven as 
“home.” 
In All Things 
The Deuteronomy text for this 
week contains the words of 
Moses, the leader of God’s 
people who had been with them 
from the day they left Egypt 
until they were on the border 
of Me promised land. He knew 
that the end of his time wras 
near and that he would not be 
with his people when they 
crossed over to the new land. 
He knew that they would be 
starting on an entirely new 
phase of their life. They would 
no longer be dwellers in tents 
w a n d e r i n g about in the 
wilderness. Now they would 
settle down to farm the land 
“flowing with milk and honey.” 
Things would be better for them 
in many ways. But there would 
also be dangers and temptations 
this new life. So he gives 


them directions about what they 
must do to preserve the faith 
which was so dear to them. 
Talking about the precepts of 
God, Moses says first — “thou 
shalt teach them diligently to 
thy children and shalt talk of 
them when thou sittest in thine 
house and when thou walkest 
by the way and when thou liest 
down and when thou risest up.” 
Teach your children diligently 
in the home — talk about God 
at all times — when you sit, 
when you walk, when you lie 
down, when you get up in the 
morning. In other words, at all 
times 
and 
in 
all places, 
wherever the family is together, 
talk about God, his protection 
of you in the past and your 
need of him in the future. Make 
it a natural, normal part of 
conversation at all times. 
Admittedly this has always 
been a difficult thing to do. In 
fact, many of these very people 
to whom Moses wrote these 
words, forgot his teaching when 
they settled in the promised 
land. The book of Judges, 
written about the period which 
followed right after this time, 
says that men forgot the ways 
of the Lord and “every man 
did that which was right in his 
own eyes.” 
Scattered Families 
But there is ample evidence 
that family worship is even 
more difficult in our busy, 
modern day. Gone are the days 
for most of is when families 
sat down to breakfast together 
and had “morning worship.” 
Gone are the days when Father 
read a chapter of the Bible 
aloud and then each individual 
present participated in the 
prayers. 
Nowadays families 
breakfast at different times, run 
for suburban trains or school 
or hasten to a host of chores 
and errands. In fact, it is not 
only breakfast but every meal 
of the day and the evenings as 
well that are plagued with this 
scattering of the family. The 
automobile plus many other 
developments in modern life 
have caused these changes. 
Therefore, it behooves parents 
in our day to be especially 
resourceful in finding ways to 
“worship” at home. There are 
dozens of good suggestions — 
taking turns at leaving a 
“thought for the day” at each 


plate at the breakfast table, 
special spiritual conversations 
while 
washing 
dishes 
(or 
s t a c k i n g the dishwasher), 
stories at bedtimes, outdoor 
devotions on vacation, or while 
riding in the car (we can’t 
escape each other then). 
Each family has to find ltf 
own way to “pray together” in 
order that they might “stay 
t o g e t h e r ” in their faith. 
S o m e t i m e s when families 
separate — when Dad is on a 
business trip, or daughter is 
away at college, or son is in 
government or military service 
— they can still be together 
by reading the same chapter 
of the Bible at the same time 
and thus sharing in a “oneness” 
that is precious. 
Is It Worthwhile? 
Sometimes 
parents 
feel 
discouraged by the apparent 
lack of response in the lives 
of their children to the efforts 
which have been made to pass 
on the faith which is so im­ 
portant to them. Especially at 
times like this we need the 
encouragement of the biblical 
example which is used in our 
second text for this Sunday — 
Timothy. This young man who 
was so important in the early 
church was the product of three 
generations of godly people. 
Paul reminds Timothy that 
the faith which is in him was 
first in his grandmother, Lois, 
and then in his mother, Eunice. 
Timothy had perhaps not quite 
appreciated the heritage which 
he had from, his parents and 
grandparents (only the women 
are mentioned here — there is 
good evidence that his father 
was Greek and did not share 
this faith). Paul says to his 
young friend, “stir up the gift 
of God that is in you.” In other 
words, though it may have been 
dormant for a while, the faith 
that was implanted in this third 
generation was still the same 
faith as in the beginning. The 
efforts had been worthwhile. 
Now it was only a matter of 
stirring up that faith and 
making it his own by a com­ 
mitment to Jesus Christ. 
It Is worthwhile then. The 
investment is constant but small 
when compared to the dividends 
when we adopt as ours the 
slogan which Joshua, the suc­ 
cessor to 
Moses, 
declared 
before all his people, “ . . as for 
me and my house, we will serve 
the Lord.”

It is difficult * and presents 
problems. President Richard M. 
Nixon announced it as one of 
the goals of his administration, 
and 
brought 
several 
staff 
members to a meeting in In­ 
dianapolis for such a meeting. 
After 
a 
few 
such 
regional 
meetings, you heard less of the 
goal as the president’s foreign 
trips grabbed the spotlight. 
Governor Edgar D. Whitcomb 
attempted the same thing. He 
scheduled a series of breakfast 
meetings with local business 
and civic leaders, traveling with 
key department heads. It was 
one 
of 
the 
mom 
popular 
features of his administration, 
but turned out to be a “one 
time thing.” 
The Democratic state party 
hopefuls have a plan which they 
feel will work. It was announced 
at a joint news conference by 
Matthew Welsh and Richard

“When people 
look at government today they 
see a huge, expensive, and 
unresponsive monster. I plan to 
ask 
the

Assembly to start the process 
of developing regional offices to' 
bring state government closer 
to the people.” 
Welsh has done this very 
thing in conducting his cam­ 
paign.

He said: “The cost 
would be largely absorbed by 
federal funds along with the 
state money that is already 
ava liable. ” 
B o d i n e added: 
“ Federal programs now are 
available for regional offices in 
the area of commerce. It would 
get some of the money which 
should have been coming hack 
to Indiana in the past.” 
As for making government 
larger, Welsh pointed out that 
there were already a number 
of state offices with branches 
in many areas. Cited were the

Department, and the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles with at least 
one, and often more branches 
in every county.

Cincy Amtrak 
Service May 
Be Dropped 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Cincin­ 
nati’s Am.Irak service is the 
biggest, money-losing route in, 
the nationwide passenger net­ 
work, an Amtrak spokesman 
said Wednesday. 
Jim Bryant, director of pub­ 
lic 
information 
for 
Amtrak, 
said the Cincinnati service 
from 
Washington, 
D.C.—New­ 
port News, Va., through Cincin­ 
nati to Chicago—has lost $2 
million 
since 
Amtrak’s 
in­ 
ception May 1, 1971. 
The service has lost $1.2 mil­ 
lion from May 1, 1971 to Dec. 
31, 1971, and another $800,000 
from Jan. 1 to April 30 this 
year. 
Amtrak is the National Rail­ 
road Passenger Corp., a gov­ 
ernment industry combine or­ 
ganized last year to run the na­ 
tion’s passenger trains. Its net­ 
work consists of 216 trains a 
day on 26 basic routes through­ 
out the U.S. 
Bryant said the Cincinnati 
service was the “ weakest train 
in the entrie system,” and said 
two factors were responsible: 
—Maintenance of Cincinnati's 
Union Terminal as an Amtrak 
station 
has 
cost 
Amtrak 
$600,000. He said construction is 
about to begin, on. a smaller 
Cincinnati station which, when, 
built, 
will have considerably 
smaller maintenance costs. 
—Poor trackage through In­ 
diana slows trains between Cin­ 
cinnati and Chicago to 40 miles 
per hour and slower, causing 
problems with travel time for 
passengers. Bryant said Penn 
Central, owner of the tracks, 
has no money to improve them. 
Should the losses continue, 
Bryant said the Cincinnati serv­ 
ice would be most vulnerable to 
being dropped by Amtrak next 
year if it is decided to drop any 
service.

problems can develop if it is 
not done properly, according to 
auto research experts at Boron 
Oil Company.

Manv Navy Vi ives Take Dim V iew 
Of Plan To Put Women On Ships 
NORFOLK. Ya. 
I APT — 
Many old Navy salts would pre­ 
fer a girl in every port to ane 
behind every porthole. 
“It s unreal." moaned Chief 
Stan Plank as he nursed a 
d’ink Wednesday afternoon at 
the stag bar in a service club 
at the Naval Station. 
Plank wasn’t alone in his dis­ 
belief at the Navy’s latest di­ 
rective. one that will ailowr 
women to serve aboard combat 
vessels. Many of Plank's fellow 
Navy chiefs — the senior en­ 
listed personnel in the service 
— echoed his misgivings about 
the order handed down Tuesday 
by the Chief of Naval Oper­ 
ations, Adm. Elmo Zumwalt. 
Their doubts about the pro­ 
gram also were shared by 
many Navy wives who now' 
have to wrestle with the 
thought of their husbands going 
out to sea for a half a year or 
more with women. 
“You put men and women on 
a ship together for six months 
and you’re going to have trou­ 
bles.” said Frances Dovale, 


whose husband is a steward 
aboard the carrier Independ­ 
ence. 
Turning to a second-class pet­ 
ty officer at the door of the 
Navy exchange, she pointed a 
finger in his face and laughed. 
“Now, in six months, you 
know you’re going to find a 
way." 
“It’s no place for a woman, 
claimed Mary Mountford. “If 
they want that, they ought to 
set them out on the battlefield. 
“1 think the woman's place is 
in the home with the children," 
added the mother of four whose 
husband is attached to a port 
services unit at the Naval Sta­ 
tion.To be sure, not all hands 
were knocking Zumwalt's direc­ 
tive. “Great, bring them on 
in,” said a chuckling Chief 
C.W. Thomas of Washington. 
“On a sub, we’d love it,” said 
Petty Officer 2.C. John Pedr- 
oni. a torpedoman serving 
aboard the attack nuclear sub­ 
marine Ray. But Pedroni added 
with a sigh that there was “no 


way" he could foresee women 
aboard the boats. 
“We’re out 70' to 80 days and 
they couldn’t handle it," he 
sa id. 
Some Navy wives have mixed 
feelings about the program. “I 
believe they can do it," said 
Nancy Lawless, whose husband 
is a first class machinist’s 
mate aboard the guided missile 
destroyer Leahy. She paused 
and added: “Now, I don’t know 
about seasickness. Women are 
kind of delicate, you know." 
The prospects of friction 
among the crew 
members 
seemed to bother most chiefs. 
“Will they have morale prob­ 
lems!” predicted Chief Radio- 
mar. Larry Fanagan. 
Some chiefs expressed regret 
that the change was coming, 
but especially that it was com­ 
ing before they would have a 
chance to go down to sea with 
sailors in slips. 
“I’m going to be retired the 
first of September,” said Chief 
Roy O1’Quinn of Norfolk. “This 
should have been done 25 years 
ago.” 


Cadmium Study 
WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Scientists and engineers at 
P u r d u e 
University, 
in 
cooperation with Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory, are un­ 
dertaking an intensive study 
into the use and possible health 
hazards of the’metal, cadmium. 
Grants totaling $565,100 from 
the National Science Foundation 
will support an 18-month study 
by Purdue's Institute for En­ 
vironmental Health. An ad­ 
ditional $89.700 has been given 
to Oak Ridge. 
Cadmium is a heavy metal 
highly toxic to humans. Once 
used, virtually all of it is lost 
into the atmosphere or into 
waterways. 
Modern 
mining, 
agricultural 
a n d 
industrial 
practices have resulted in the 
removal of cadmium from a 
relatively inert state in the 
earth s crust, releasing it into 
the envión meet in ways which I 
may result in its entry into the 
animal and human food chains. 
Researchers will study en­ 
vironmental levels of the metal 
and its location and movement 
in industrial and agricultural 
areas in northern Indiana.

Negley estimated that “20 to 
30 per cent” of the state’s high 
school funds and. he would re- 
ing at the sixth grade level. 
“If we can’t cure this we 
have a failure in Indiana edu­ 
cation,” he said. 
Negley said he would ask the 
legislature for a special appro­ 
priation to supplement general 
operating and federal funds for 
the program.
